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A-125  FOBEIGK  NEWS  ON  APPLES 


Prices  received  for  American  apples  at  the  Liverpool  auction  on  Wed- 
nesday,  Sent ember  21,  show  a  distinct  improvement  over  those  prevailing  one 
week  ago,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department T s  Fruit  Marketing  Specialist 
in  Europe.    Virginia  Jonathans  which  rere  in  light  supply  again  topped  the 
market  but  at  considerably  lower  levels  for  the  best  quality  fruit,  "Virginia 
Early  Export"  in  good  condition  bringing  only  from  $7.30  to  §3.52  per  barrel 
as  compared  with  35.03  to  39.61  per  barrel  last  week,     The  prices  paid  for 
Jonathans  of  an  inferior  quality,  however,  ranged  from  $5,84  to  37.30  per 
barrel  as  compared  with  34.63  to  35.47  per  barrel  last  week.     Mr.  Smith  states 
that  there  are  indications  of  a  continued  good  demand  for  Virginia  Jonathans. 

All  other  varieties  except  Virginia  Yellov  Newtowns  sold  at  higher 
prices.,  the  increase  ranging  from  25  cents  to  70  cents  a  barrel.  Virginia 
King  Davids,  for  example,  sold  roadily  at  from  $5.84  to  S6.33  per  barrel  as 
against  $4.38  to  $5.60  p\cr  barrel  last  week.    An  improvement  is  also  to  be 
ncted  in  the  demand  for  Virginia  York  Imperials.     Supplies  of  that  variety 
were  liberal  but  they  sold  readily  at  from  $6.33  to  36.81  per  barrel  as  com- 
pared with  $4.37  to  $6.08  per  barrel  last  week.     The  main  reason  for  the  drop 
in  the  prices  paid  for  Yellow  Newt  owns  is  the  fact  that  much  of  the  fruit  v-as 
immature,  lacking  in  co± :  -  and  of  poor  eating  ouality.    Although  only  in  light 
supply,  there  "as  practically  no  demand  for  Yellow  Newto^ns  during  the  auction. 

Virginia  Grimes  Golden  and  Den  Davis  were  in  moderate  supply.  Although 
the  demand  for  these  varieties  was  somewhat  slo^  they  brought  50  cents  a  barrel 
more  than  last  week.    Many  of  the  Grimes  were  in  an  override  condition  whilo 
the  condition  of  the  Den  Davis  ~as  generally  variable.    Notwithstanding  that 
fact  Grimes  in  slack  condition  brought  from  $4.87  to  $5.35  as  compared  with 
s>4.3S  to  $4,37  paid  for  fruit  ir.  good  condition  last  week;     Den  Da^is  in  good 
condition  ranged  from  $4.87  to  S5.50  as  against  $4.33  to  $5.11  the  previous 
week.     There  -vas  a  light  demand  for  Virginia  Stayman  Jin^saps,  fruit  in  good 
condition  selling  at  from  $5.35  to  $6.33  per  barrel  as  compared  with  35.60  to 
$5.72  last  week.     Only  light  supplies  of  this  variety  were  available  on  the 
market.    Baldwins  were  also  only  in  light  supply  but  sold  slowly  at  from  $4.87 
to  $5.35  as  against  $3.71  to  $4.87  last  week.     There  was  practically  no  demand 
for  the  light  supplies  of  New  York  Weaithys  available  for  the  auction.  Much 
of  this  fruit  was  in  an  override  condition. 


American  cargoes  of  Grimes,  King  Davids  and  New  York  Weaithys  were 
arriving  in  splendid  condition  toward  the  end  of  the  week,  states  Mr.  Smith. 
New  York  3artlett  pears  and  Oregon  prunes,  however,  were  arriving  overripe 
and  with  a  slight  amount  of  decay.     The  demand  for  pears  is  being  weakened 
by  the  recent  heavy  arrivals,  states  Mr.  Smith.    The  demand  for  Florida  grape- 
fruit, which  is  retailing  at  about  25  cents  a  pound,  is  dull  at  the  present  time. 


There  are  many  hone  grown  apples  on  the  English  market  now,  states  Mr. 
South.    The  different  markets  in  general  are  ever  supplied  with  home  grown 
cooking  apples  which  are  selling  mostly  for  from  74  cents  to  $1.46  per  "bushel. 
Dessert  apples  are  retailing  at  from  d  cents  to  12  cents  per  pound  and  cooking 
apples  at  6  cents.
